I fecl that it would not be 
proper to leave this subject 
without ‘underlining the fact 
that, in maintaining rent control 
in its present form over com~ 
mercial: premises, Government 
appears to have given 
cient welght. to the effect of 
rising prices, not only upon the 
cost of operating commercial 
buildings

the added revenue is not by any 
means commensurate - with the 
rise since 1941 in operating and 
replacemont costs. 


There has been a slight falling 
off in the profit figure for the 
Gloucester Hotel, but this is due 
entirely to a “book entry” rental 
adjustment, The moderate in- 
crease in ‘charges’ made earlier 
in’ the year {n respect of new 
transiznt bookings was balanced 
by increased operating costs, 
which. unfortunately are still 
rising. 


The Agency Department con- 
tinues to grow, and revenue 
under this heading has almost 
doubled as compared with 1949, 
I mentioned last year that the 
resources’ and the experience 
built up for the management of.
